Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  general  con- 
ditions of  the  Public  Health  for  the  year  for  the  Rural  District 
of  Magor  and  St.  Mellons. 

The  report  is  drawn  upon  the  lines  indicated  in  Circular 
1/64  (Wales). 

During  the  year  there  were  a number  of  breakdowns  at 
the  Spencer  Works  which  gave  rise  to  complaints  from  the 
Local  inhabitants.  These  complaints  were  mainly  from  mech- 
anical defects  which  were  subsequently  rectified  by  the 
department  concerned.  More  details  will  be  given  by  the  Pub- 
lic Health  Inspector  in  his  report  dealing  with  the  Spencer 
Works. 

A new  factory  under  the  ownership  of  Messrs.  Wick  & 
Co.  (Egg  Products)  Ltd.,  is  now  in  full  production  carrying 
out  liquid  pasteurisation  of  shell  egg.  Large  consignments  of 
imported  Dutch  Frozen  Egg  Albumen  are  also  stored  and  de- 
frosted and  used  when  necessary  for  the  allied  food  trades. 

Periodical  samples  are  taken  and  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  service  at  Newport. 

The  caravan  site  at  Nash  is  at  its  minimum  occupation 
by  workmen  employed  at  the  steelworks  and  the  hostel  at 
Pye  Corner  has  now  been  discontinued  as  such.

Since  5th  July,  1947,  these  are  administered  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 


NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE,  ETC. 

The  Mb  n mo  u t hs  hi  re  County  Council  as  Local  Health 
Authority  are  responsible  for  the  arrangements  and  Admini- 
stration of  the  Services  under  Part  111  of  the  Act. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  these  Services: —

(2)  Midwifery  Services. 

(3)  Health  Visiting. 

(4)  Home  Nursing. 

(5)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation.

(8)  Domestic  Help. 

(9)  Duties  under  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment 
Act  and  Mental  Deficiency  Act. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  and  carried 
out  for  the  sewerage  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  northern  part 
of  the  parish  of  Henllys  and  connected  to  the  Cwmbran 
Sewerage  system. 

All  approvals  were  obtained  and  tender  accepted  and 
Contractor  instructed  to  commence  work  on  the  Marshfield 
Sewerage  Scheme.  With  regard  to  the  Eastern  area  scheme, 
the  Ministry  approved  in  principle  the  carrying  out  of  the 
scheme  subject  to  the  provision  of  detail  plans  which  are 
in  the  course  of  being  prepared. 

Whilst  most  of  the  Council’s  area  is  adequately  served 
with  piped  supplies  the  following  “pockets”  remain  without 
a sufficient  and  generally  wholesome  supply:  Coedycaerau 
area  of  Langstone — I I dwellings;  Mynydd  Allt  Tir  Vach 
area  of  Llanvaches — 1 5 dwellings  and  the  Craig-y-Ceiliog 
area  of  Bettws; — 7 dwellings.  Miost  of  these  dwellings  are 
dependent  on  “springs  or  wells”  the  water  from  which  is  of

variable  quantity  and  quality,  whilst  in  a few  cases  rain  water 
storage  tanks  are  utilised. 

The  piped  supplies  of  water  in  this  Rural  District  from 
water-works  are  “constant”  and  not  intermittent  and  are  not 
liable  to  plumbo  solvency  action. 

Work  on  the  provision  of  a main  water  supply  to  a num- 
ber of  scattered  premises  at  Coedkernew  and  near  to  the  main 
Cardiff-Newport  trunk  road  has  begun. 

Proposals  have  been  discussed  for  a provision  of  a 
water  supply  to  a number  of  cottages  in  the  Coed-y-Caerau 
area  of  Langstone,  and  the  provision  of  a supply  is  also  being 
considered  for  a few  houses  in  the  Croes-y-Ceiliog  area  of  the 
Parish  of  Bettws. 

Work  has  been  consistent  throughout  the  year  with  re- 
gard to  emptying  of  cesspools.  The  number  increases  year  by 
year  and  the  total  number  of  cesspools  within  the  area  at 
the  end  of  1963  was  1,153;  1,593  emptyings  were  under- 
taken during  the  same  period. 

The  majority  of  dwellings  with  pail  or  earth  closets  are 
those  which  belong  to  houses  which  are  sub-standard  gener- 
ally speaking,  and  the  department  is  actively  engaged  in  con- 
verting into  water  closets  where  possible,  whilst  the  condemn- 
ation of  premises  also  tends  to  lessen  the  number  with  the 
result  that  very  few  are  remaining  within  the  area.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955. 

The  Regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  January,  1956, 
and  it  is  now  essential  to  bring  in  a substantial  supply  of  hot 
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water  in  order  that  the  hands  may  be  frequently  washed  when 
dealing  with  food  stuffs  requiring  it. 

The  Regulations  apply  to  a much  wider  range  of  premises 
than  hitherto  and  this  provision  must  be  complied  with  in  re- 
lation to  all  premises  where  “a  food  business  is  carried  on. 
Regulations  apply  to  all  cases  where  food  is  handled  whether 
or  not  there  is  any  question  of  sale  or  exposure  for  sale. 

In  brief  the  Regulations  require  the  following  matters: — 

( I ) The  cleanliness  of  food  premises,  equipment  and 
containers. 

( 2 ) The  protection  of  food  from  the  risk  of  contam- 
ination. 

(3)  The  personal  cleanliness  of  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  handling  of  food. 

(4)  The  carriage  and  wrapping  of  “open  food”  (i.e. 
food  not  contained  in  a container  of  such  mat- 
erials and  so  closed,  as  to  exclude  all  risk  of  con- 
tamination) . 

(3)  Persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  who  are 
suffering  from  certain  infections,  such  as  staphy- 
lococcal infection  likely  to  cause  food  poisoning. 

(6)  The  provision  of  a clean,  wholesome,  adequate 
and  constant  water  supply. 

(7)  The  provision  of  wash-hand  basins  and  washing 
facilities  for  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of 
food. 

(8)  The  provision  of  facilities  for  the  washing  of 
food  and  equipment. 

1 am  pleased  to  state  that  all  Shops  within  th©  area  serv- 
ing open  food  have  installed  washing  facilities  with  a con- 
stant supply  of  hot  water  required  within  the  provisons  of  the 
Regulatons. 


MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS,  1960. 

These  Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  F ood  and  the  Minister  of  Health  came  into 
operation  on  1st  October,  1960,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
Producers  Licences  and  on  the  1st  January,  1961,  in  so  far 
as  they  relate  to  Dealer’s  Licences. 

These  Regulations  consolidate  and  re-enact  with  amend- 
ments the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regu- 
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lations,  1949-1954,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1953. 

The  principal  changes  made  are  as  follows: — 

(i)  Dealers  Licences  are  to  be  granted  by  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority  of  the  area  within  which 
are  situated  the  premises  at  or  from  which  the 
milk  is  to  be  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  sold  as  the 
case  may  be.  Dealer’s  licences  are  to  prevent 
sales  outside  as  well  as  inside  the  area  of  the 
Licensing  Authority.  Supplementary  Licences  are 
to  be  discontinued. 

(ii)  A Dealer’s  pre-packed  milk  licence  is  introduced 
to  prevent  the  sale  of  all  three  kinds  of  specially 
designated  milk  where  the  milk  is  obtained  by  the 
dealer  in  the  container  in  which  it  is  to  be  sup- 
plied to  the  consumer,  or  is  pasteurised  or  steril- 
ised by  the  dealer. 

(iii)  The  period  for  which  a dealer’s  licence  will  be 
granted  is  extended  from  one  year  to  five  years. 

(iv)  A licence  holder  is  no  longer  required  to  allow 
samples  to  be  taken  free  of  charge. 

(v)  A herd  in  respect  of  which  a producer’s  licence 
is  held  if  allowed  to  run  with  other  attested  cattle 
or  cattle  from  a controlled  herd. 

(vi)  The  storage  of  tuberculin  tested  milk  in  a fixed 
tank  at  the  farms  and  subsequent  collection  in  a 
milk  tanker  is  permitted  but  such  milk  is  re- 
quired to  be  pasteurised  or  sterilised  before  sale. 

(vii)  The  sealing  of  containers  (other  than  retail  con- 
tainers) of  tuberculin  tested  milk  is  no  longer 
obligatory. 

(vii)  The  Clot-on-Boiling  test  has  been  introduced  for 
tuberculin  tested  milk  to  which  a producer  s 
licence  relates. 

(ix)  When,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  a sample,  a per- 
son breaks  the  seal  on  a container,  he  must  reseal 
the  container  and  attach  to  it  a label  certifying 
that  it  has  been  opened  and  resealed. 

(x)  The  conditions  of  the  Methylene  Blue  test  for 
tuberculin  tested  milk  and  pasteurised  milk  are 
modified  and  a different  Phosphatase  Test  for 
pastuerised  milk  has  been  prescribed. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


All  cases  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  are  visited  and 
investigated  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  after  the  receipt 
of  a notification.  Where  necessary,  arrangements  are  made 
for  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  an  Isolation  Hospital,  if 
accommodation  is  available. 

The  examination  of  pathological  and  bacteriological 
specimens  is  carried  out  at  the  Laboratory.  From  the  24th 
June,  195  7,  the  address  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  was 
altered  from  the  County  Hall,  Newport,  and  became  the  Pub- 
lic Health  Laboratory,  Clytha  Square,  Newport,  Mon.

TUBERCULOSIS.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  incidence  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  compares 
favourably  with  other  areas.  Generally  speaking  there  is  a 
marked  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  throughout  the  coun- 
try and  it  is  hoped  that  this  decline  will  continue. 


FOOD  POISONING. 

There  were  no  Food  Poisoning  cases  during  the  year. 
However  some  local  practitioners  notified  24  suspected  cases 
during  the  year,  none  of  which  were  confirmed  upon  examin- 
ation by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.

Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Magor  & St.  Mellons  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report,  and  to  me  it  appears 
that  so  long  as  1 am  in  public  health  the  general  belief  is  that 
the  way  to  healthy  living  and  the  demonstration  of  a pro- 
gressive outlook  lies  in  the  provision  and  development  of 
material  forms  of  improvement.  Improvement  as  such,  to  a 
very  large  extent  can  be  measured  and  realized  only  by  the 
enthusiastic  approach  of  those  who  labour  in  the  field  of 
housing  and  public  health. 

In  housing  the  government  recognises  that  one  task  that 
lies  ahead  is  how  to  ensure  that  every  dwelling  which  is  to 
remain  in  use  for  a reasonable  period  is  provided  with  those 
amenities  which  we  have  come  to  regard  as  essential  in  a 
decent  modern  home. 

Good  housing  should  have  high  priority  from  the  purse 
of  social  services  as  it  will  pay  good  dividends  in  many  ways. 

The  provision  of  housing  with  modern  amenities  is  a 
social  necessity. 

Circular  42/62  was  sent  to  all  Local  Authorities  as  an 
implement  to  step  up  the  rate  at  which  houses  could  be 
improved.  The  Ministry  pointed  out  the  value  of  the  personal 
approach  and  the  Department  spent  much  time  in  interview- 
ing and  visiting  owners  of  properties  which  were  suitable  for 
additions  and  conversions  and  which  could  receive  discretion- 
ary and  standard  grants  by  way  of  financial  aid. 

The  results  did  not  prove  encouraging  with  similar  effects 
throughout  the  country.  The  Government  now  proposes  to 
introduce  a measure  of  compulsion  in  the  improvement  with 
grant  aid  of  rented  property.  The  Government  admits  that 
few  landlords  have  taken  advantage  of  the  improvement 
grant  system. 
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324  visits  were  made  in  relation  to  grants  with  property 
owners. 

63  Discretionary  and  3 Standard  grants  were  made  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Atmospheric  pollution  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  area 
occurred  on  a few  occasions  due  to  mechanical  breakdowns 
at  the  Spencer  Works.  Two  incidents  were  caused  by  a frac- 
ture of  the  fan  bearing  pedestal.  As  a result  of  such  incidents 
the  fan  bearing  pedestals  have  been  changed  to  a far  more 
robust  solid  steel  type.  Another  feature  was  due  to  corrosion 
of  a fan  impeller.  Stainless  steel  impellers  have  now  been 
installed  throughout  the  equipment.  Another  incident  was 
provoked  by  a failure  of  a German  slip  coupling.  All  coup- 
lings have  now  been  changed  to  a new  type  which,  I am  given 
to  understand,  are  more  reliable. 

1 am  satisfied  that  the  management  has  taken  all  rea- 
sonable steps  to  avoid  a repetition  of  the  causes  of  failure, 
as  one  appreciates  that,  in  the  course  of  running  a vast  new 
plant  as  installed  at  the  Spencer  Works  failure  may  occur 
from  time  to  time  but  I am  satisfied  that  sufficient  effort  is 
being  expended  to  keep  at  a minimum  any  unsatisfactory 
condition  that  may  occur  from  time  to  time. 

Acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  and  in  co-operation  with  the  views 
of  the  Public  Analyst  it  is  my  intention  of  removing  the  air 
pollution  station  constructed  at  Magor  and  resiting  at  Bishton 
and  setting  up  a new  station  at  Nash.  There  will  be  five 
stations  within  the  area,  all  of  which  will  be  in  close  prox- 
imity to  the  Spencer  Works. 

As  the  Licensing  Authority  and  as  your  Petroleum 
Officer,  1 feel  that  mention  should  be  made  of  the  time  and 
work  involved  and  various  duties  performed  under  the  Pet- 
roleum Act,  1928. 

Years  ago  when  inspections  under  the  Acts  were  first 
introduced,  installations  were  simply  underground  tanks  with 
hand  operated  instruments.  Since  such  time,  the  uses  of  pet- 
roleum has  extended  to  many  fields.  They  give  rise  to 
hazards  which  were  not  always  recognized  or  appreciated 
by  the  people  concerned.  Today  the  safety  precautions  to  be 
observed  are  numerous  involving,  to  mention  a few,  electrical 
apparatus,  pump  motors,  lighting  fittings,  installation  of  new 
tanks  and  ancillary  equipment,  different  types  of  flame-proof 
materials. 

Apart  from  the  usual  roadside  garages  and  the  private 
installations,  large  installations  capable  of  storing  half  a 
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million  gallons  have  been  erected  at  the  Spencer  Works 
which  have  their  attendant  problems. 

However,  I have  always  received  the  full  co-operation 
from  the  personel  of  the  various  petroleum  firms  and  all 
persons  holding  licences  under  the  Act.  I must  also  pay 
special  tribute  to  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  and  his  staff  for  their 
most  helpful  assistance  in  all  matters  involving  licences 
issued  by  the  Authority.  At  all  times,  without  any  exception, 
they  have  kindly  assisted  with  all  applications  received  by  the 
local  authority,  with  the  result  that  all  licences  issued  means 
complete  conformity  with  the  intricate  and  responsible  re- 
quirements of  the  Act. 

There  are  50  installations  within  the  area  and  period- 
ical inspections  made  during  the  year. 

I would  like  to  point  out  that  complaints  are  becoming 
more  numerous  of  unknown  offenders  causing  considerable 
nuisance  by  illegal  deposits  of  litter  on  roadside;  in  hedge- 
rows and  land  adjacent  to  laybys  in  spite  of  the  provision 
of  litter  bins  by  the  Rural  District  Council  and  County  Coun- 
cil. 

Prams,  tyres,  bottles,  mattresses  are  some  of  the  articles 
that  are  cleared  from  the  areas  where  deposited. 

Unfortunately,  it  is  not  practical  to  identify  the  indi- 
vidual offenders  and  it  would  appear  quite  unreasonable  to 
take  formal  action  against  innocent  occupiers  of  land  con- 
cerned. 

1 feel  that  more  should  be  done  to  make  the  public 
aware  of  its  responsibility. 

Comment  should  also  be  made  on  the  problem  families 
within  the  area,  the  majority  of  whom  occupy  council  accom- 
modation. F ortunately,  there  are  only  a few  in  number  but 
looking  back  over  a number  of  years  very  little  work  and  pro- 
gress has  been  made  to  assist  and  encourage  these  people 
to  live  as  normal  human  beings.  A stronger  and  more  inti- 
mate relationship  should  exist  between  the  Local  Authority 
and  the  various  departments  of  the  Monmouthshire  County 
Council  and  an  endeavour  made  to  formulate  and  carry  out 
a regular  policy  of  action  in  order  to  enlighten  and  show 
these  unfortunate  people  the  way  to  live  a more  normal  and 
reasonable  way  of  life.

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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 


The  success  of  rodent  control  lies  to  a large  measure  in 
the  hands  of  the  public.  The  public  must  be  co-operative  and 
with  sufficient  energy  used  to  make  them  rat  minded.  On 
the  other  hand  we  must  make  them  welcome  when  making 
complaints  so  that  no  difficulty  should  arise  in  obtaining  the 
necessary  co-operation. 

It  is  perhaps  time  to  say  that  in  many  instances,  this 
branch  of  the  public  health  inspector’s  work  has  been  re- 
garded as  the  Cinderella  of  the  department.  Rodent  Control 
is  both  essential  and  necessary  and  that  it  has  never  received 
the  publicity  it  deserves.  It  is  just  as  important  and  essential 
as  many  other  forms  of  public  health  work  which  are  zeal- 
ously carried  out  and  definitely  more  popular  with  Councils 
and  Officers. 

It  must  be  realised  that  rats  will  continue  to  exist  in  sub- 
stantial numbers,  that  they  breed  at  a fast  rate  and  that  they 
create  extensive  damage  for  which  the  ratepayer  in  the  end 
pays.  Most  important  they  carry  disease.  It  is  obvious 
that  the  battle  of  eradication  must,  with  the  utmost  of  skill 
find  determination  be  carried  out,  not  only  by  the  Local 
Authority  but  by  all  concerned. 


S*nce  my  last  report,  Mr.  G.  E.  Meredith  resigned  and 
Mr.  L.  Davies  has  been  employed  by  the  Council  as  the 
rodent  operative. 

...  . co"°Peration  and  with  the  helpful  assistance  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Braithwaite,  I decided  to  work  on  sewers  in  a series  of 
treatments  using  Fluoroacetamide.  In  order  to  carry  out  the 
work  satisfactory,  a casual  labourer  was  engaged  to  assist 
the  rodent  Operative.  685  manholes  inspected  and  baited 
in  the  first  treatment.  Three  months  is  to  elapse  before  the 
second  treatment  commences  and  we  are  hopeful  that  definite 
evidence  will  be  forthcoming  as  to  the  effects  of  using  this 
particular  poison  when  the  follow-up  treatment  commences. 
It  has  been  stated  that  approximately  90%  of  rats  could  be 
removed  by  a single  treatment  by  the  use  of  such  poison  and 
this  followed  by  second  and  third  treatments  in  succession 
will  give  a more  or  less  complete  clearance. 

RUr^.?  ^ear  220  private  and  other  premises  were 
treated  with  satisfactory  results.  2 I routine  treatments  were 
carried  out  at  the  refuse  tips.

PIPED  SUPPLIES. 

22  samples  of  treated  supplies  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  1 7 of  which  were  satisfactory. 
These  samples  were  taken  from  the  Cardiff  City  and  Newport 
and  South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board. 

A further  1 5 samples  of  untreated  supplies  were  also 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  out  of  which  6 
were  unsatisfactory.  73  connections  from  the  Newport  and 
South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board  mains  were  carried  out 
during  the  year;  of  this  number  72  were  to  new  houses  occu- 
pied during  the  year. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Shops 
Act,  1950,  relating  to  sanitary  and  other  arrangements  in 
shops. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  7 butchers  shops  within  the  area.  There  are 
no  licensed  private  slaughterhouses,  the  meat  for  sale  in  these 
shops  being  collected  from  neighbouring  public  and  private 
slaughterhouses. 
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One  application  was  received  for  a licence  to  slaughter 
pigs  only  which  was  granted  by  the  Council. 


THE  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF 
DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960. 

With  revolutionary  ideas  in  the  development  of  large 
mobile  homes  and  the  improvement  of  sites  standards  due  to 
the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960,  one 
cannot  argue  against  the  improvement  in  the  design  of  cara- 
vans over  recent  years. 

Whatever  the  contribution  that  caravan  homes  will  be 
allowed  to  make  to  the  housing  problem,  there  are  more  than 
enough  people  to  occupy  them  and  like  it,  and  for  a large 
number  of  people  for  whom  they  represent  a life  as  good  as. 
or  better  than,  they  could  hope  to  enjoy  in  houses. 

The  scale  of  caravan  activity  is  growing  larger  every 
year  and  consequently  presents  a series  of  difficult  problems 
with  the  usual  siting  of  individual  caravans  without  planning 
permission  nor  any  attempt  being  made  by  the  occupier  to 
apply  for  the  necessary  licence  from  the  Local  Authority. 
But  on  the  other  hand  i must  say,  that  the  incidence  of  visits 
u *yPe  is  rapidly  diminishing  and  less  time  is  spent 

by  the  department  in  answering  complaints  and  in  travelling 
to  different  parts  of  the  area  and  requesting  the  removal  to 
areas  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council. 

No  outstanding  unsatisfactory  conditions  of  any  note 
which  was  worthy  of  further  action  arose  from  any  of  the 
three  licensed  sites. 


21  individual  licences  were  granted 
and  which  will  be  reconsidered  for  renewal 


during  the  year 
in  December. 


LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the  year 
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ICECREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT.  ETC.)  REGULATIONS 

1947-1952. 

Icecream  is  now  an  established  and  popular  item  of  food 
included  in  every  day  diet  and  one  can  always  readily  pur- 
chase either  in  the  shop  or  from  the  vehicle  just  within  easy 
call  of  the  front  door  of  every  home. 

The  icecream  trade  is  well  known  for  its  use  of  purpose- 
made  vehicles  and  the  training  of  the  personel  who  man 
them.  No  doubt  this  is>  in  a large  measure  due  to  the  stringent 
legal  requirements  and  the  comparative  few  firms,  some  of 
national  repute,  who  hold  the  controlling  interests  who  realise 
that  hygiene  equipment  and  handling  must  be  at  their  very 
best  both  for  customer  attraction  and  safety. 

Today  the  modern  vehicles  is  in  essence  a moveable 
minature  factory  as  the  icecream  is  made  and  served  in  a 
short  space  of  time.  It  is  essential  that  the  vehicle  and  the 
utensils  involved  should  be  satisfactorily  cleansed  for  if  the 
soft  icecream  machine  were  not  properly  cleansed,  the  pro- 
duct was  not  good  not  only  from  the  bacteriological  point  of 
view  but  also  from  the  customers’  point  of  view. 

I hasten  to  add  that  during  the  year,  1 had  no  occasion 
to  complain  of  any  undersirable  conditions  which  would  give 
rise  to  further  action. 

The  new  Icecream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations 
(Amendment)  1 963,  came  into  force  and  made  jointly  by  the 
Ministers  of  Agriculture  and  Health  in  exercise  of  powers 
conferred  on  them  by  Sections  4 and  123  of  1955  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.  The  amendment  regulations  change  the  definition 
of  complete  cold  mix  which  appeared  in  the  1959  Heat  Treat- 
ment Regulations.  The  definition  has  been  unchanged  since 
the  original  1947  Icecream  Heat  Treatment  Regulations 
which  were  repeated  and  replaced  by  the  1959  Regulations. 

Regular  sampling  was  undertaken  all  of  which  proved 
satisfactory. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


All  the  food  premises  were  periodically  inspected.  In 
the  course  of  visits  the  majority  of  persons  concerned  in  hand- 
ling of  food  were  aware  and  conscious  of  their  responsibilities 
of  serving  the  public  with  food  of  the  standard  and  quality 
that  was  demanded.  The  relevant  provision  of  the  Food  Regu- 
lations are  quoted  during  the  inspections  and  fortunately  a 
formidable  attempt  is  made  by  shop  keepers  to  implement  the 
relevant  provisions  of  the  Hygiene  Regulations.  The  increase 
of  awareness  among  the  public  whether  it  be  the  seller  or 
receiver,  is  to  be  welcomed. 

It  is  now  8 years  since  the  comprehensive  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  introduced  and  although  minor  amendments 
were  made  during  the  revision  of  the  Regulations  in  1960, 
they  remain  substantially  the  same.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  introduction  of  these  regulations  was  a milestone  in  the 
history  of  food  hygiene  and  the  result  is  a very  great  improve- 
ment in  the  hygiene  of  premises  and  of  retailing  food. 

The  department  was  provided  with  the  usual  seasonal 
crop  of  complaints  about  stale  and  mouldy  food  and  it  some- 
times needs  the  Wisdom  of  Solomon  to  establish  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  sale  of  unsound  food  and  to  determine  the 
best  way  to  deal  with  the  offence.  Few  people  indeed  would 
deliberately  sell  unsound  food.  I feel  that  endeavour  should 
be  made  to  find  the  cause  of  the  carelessness  that  has  led  to 
such  a sale  and  see  that  there  is  no  recurrence. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  Food  under  Sections  4 and  123  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1953,  issued  the  liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regu- 
lations, 1963,  which  are  enforceable  by  Local  Authorities. 
It  is  open  to  enforcing  authorities  to  send  samples  of  liquid 
eggs  to  Public  Analysts  or  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  ser- 
vice for  the  alpha-amylase  test. 

Messrs.  Wick  & Co.  (Egg  Products)  Ltd.,  Rogerstone, 
opened  their  modern  factory  solely  for  the  manufacture  of 
liquid  egg  pasteurisation  which  is  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be 
built  in  Wales  with  only  one  factory  up  to  recent  date  in  Eng- 
land. 

As  a result  of  the  existence  of  the  factory  periodical 
visits  of  inspection  are  made  and  samples  taken  during  the 
year. 

The  factory  opened  in  1962  on  modern  lines  with  up  to 
date  equipment.  The  method  of  pasteurisation  is  H T S T 
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Prime  quality  shell  eggs  are  received  from  B.E.M.B. 
broken  out  and  the  liquid  pasteurised.  The  pasteurisation 
liquid  pulp  is  despatched  mainly  to  the  baking  trade  in  stainless 
steel  tanker  by  direct  stainless  steel  pipe-line  or  by  aluminium 
seamless  churns.  Some  quantities  are  canned  in  28  lbs.  cans 
and  blast  frozen.  Buildings  and  plant  has  been  designed  to 
operate  under  maximum  hygiene  conditions.  Windows  are 
flyproofed,  walls  in  breaking  area  and  processing  area  are 
glazed  to  allow  easy  cleaning.  All  surfaces  in  contact  with  the 
product  are  made  of  stainless  steel.  All  equipment  is  of  a 
sanitary  design  to  facilitate  cleaning  and  sterilising,  the  pipe- 
lines having  sanitary  fittings  to  permit  in-places  cleaning. 

The  product  and  all  the  equipment  associated  with  it 
are  checked  in  the  plant’s  bacteriological  laboratory.  In  par- 
ticular the  laboratory  checks  the  final  product  by  the  amylase 
test. 

Once  again,  1 feel  1 should  make  a comment  on  the 
licensed  premises  within  the  area. 

No  one  should  complain  that  increasing  attention  is  be- 
ing paid  to  the  service  of  food  and  drink  in  licensed  premises. 
From  the  aesthetic  point  of  view  more  and  more  people  are 
preferring  to  eat  and  drink  in  pleasant  surroundings  rather 
than  in  unsatisfactory  and  untidy  environment  and  I am  sure 
that  aesthetic  appreciation  assists  indirectly  in  improving 
hygiene  conditons. 

Catering  is  a side  of  the  business  which  is  steadily  in- 
creasing. The  facilities  provided  must  be  adequate  for  the 
business  be  it  just  sandwiches,  light  snacks  or  the  provision 
of  main  meals. 

In  the  majority  of  the  smaller  licensed  premises  food 
preparation  is  carried  out  in  the  domestic  kitchen  of  the  land- 
lord’s accommodation.  Where  meals  are  served  it  is  essential 
that  the  food  preparation  and  washing  up  facilities  be  com- 
pletely divorced  from  the  normal  household  facilities,  al- 
though this  will  be  sometimes  difficult  to  achieve  because  of 
space  limitations.  Catering  operations  cannot  be  carried  out 
effectively  in  a room  where  the  family  lives  and  where  most  of 
the  domestic  chores  have  to  be  done. 

It  is  worth  remembering  in  this  connection  that  the 
catering  is  often  a “side-line”  operated  by  the  landlord  or  his 
wife  and  the  brewery  whose  house  they  run,  will  accept  no 
responsibility  in  the  matter. 

Perhaps  the  time  is  not  too  far  distant  when  separate 
accommodation  solely  for  the  preparation  of  food  for  cust- 
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omers  in  small  licenced  premises  must  be  provided  and  dist- 
inct from  the  domestic  kitchen  of  the  building. 

The  question  of  ventilation  is,  as  far  as  1 am  concerned 
is  one  of  many  important  factors  concerning  licensed  prem- 
ises. 

The  ventilation  in  bars  is  a difficult  question.  Sufficient 
in  one  evening  at  one  time  may  be  totally  inadequate, 
the  next.  In  many  of  the  older  premises  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  increase  ventilation  without,  in  some  way,  interfering 
with  the  structural  character  of  the  building. 

The  aim  of  good  ventilation,  must  be  to  remove  the 
products  of  respiration  and  prevent  the  stagnation  of  air,  and 
only  too  often  1 have  made  visits  and  found  air  to  be  too 
heavy  with  smoke  with  no  movement  of  air  for  the  size  of  the 
room  and  with  no  thought  or  intention  of  working  the  fans 
that  are  provided  for  the  extraction  of  foul  air. 

There  are  36  Licensed  premises  within  the  area  and 
periodical  visits  are  made  throughout  the  year,  and  1 found 
no  outstanding  conditions  which  warranted  further  action 
and  bringing  before  the  Council. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES. 

The  main  legislation  concerned  with  the  control  of  milk 
supplies  are  principally  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  The  Mini- 
stry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  are  the  responsible  body  for 
the  issue  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  Producers  Licences;  and 
the  food  and  Drugs  Authority,  namely  the  Mon.  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  issue  of  dealer’s  licences  for  the 
sale  of  designated  milk. 


. . T?®  lo.nS  established  factory  at  Marshfield  was  frequently 
visited  during  the  year  as  essential  work  is  involved  in  the 
handling  and  processing  of  milk  with  the  ultimate  view  of 
pasteurisation  and  bottling. 

It  is  evident  that  the  management  are  aware  of  their  stat- 
utory obligations  to  the  public  and  always  ready  to  discuss 
and  co-operate  at  all  times  should  any  circumstances  arise 
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The  number  of  complaints  arising  from  dirty  bottles 
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1 think  is  in  the  provision  of  cartons  which  can  be  discarded 
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after  use.  No  difficulties  of  cleansing  the  utensil  would  arise 
coupled  with  the  discontinuance  of  the  usual  visit  to  the  office 
and  complaint  hy  the  customer  of  some  foreign  matter  dis- 
covered that  particular  morning  in  the  milk  bottle. 

It  appears  that  in  the  near  future,  a special  designation 
may  be  introduced.  The  Ministry  oif  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  and  of  Health  after  consultation  with  various  interested 
bodies  may  decide  to  retain  the  designation  “Pasteurisation 
and  Sterilisation”  but  the  designation  “Tuberculin  Tested” 
may  be  no  longer  used  in  certain  cases  but  may  be  replaced 
by  the  word  “Untreated”  since  all  milk  produced  in  England 
and  Wales  now  comes  and  will  continue  to  come  from 
attested  herds,  that  is,  from  cows  which  are  subjected  to 
Tuberculin  Testing  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food.  Those  producers — mainly  producers/retailer  who 
will  still  be  required  by  law  to  sell  their  milk  under  desig- 
nation will  continue  to  be  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture to  do  so. 

40  samples  were  submitted  during  the  year  for  bact- 
eriological examination. 


HOUSE  REFUSE. 

A weekly  collection  in  all  parishes  is  being  undertaken 
by  the  Council. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  tipping  at  Bettws  and  Magor 
and  the  question  of  providing  machinery  for  control  tipping 
is  now  under  consideration  by  the  Council. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  routine  treatment  in  connec- 
tion with  rodent  control,  both  tips  were  given  dressings  with 
D.D.T.  base  during  the  summer  months  in  order  to  control 
insects  pests.

1. —INSPECTION  for  purposes  of  provisions
